It is sometimes asserted by superficial ob- 
servers that Spiritualism is dying out; but al- 
though there is no regular organization of the 
vast multitudes who are classed as Spiritual- 
ists, and who are actually convinced of or are 
seriously investigating the phenomena and 
doatrines of Spiritualism, yet from different 
and opposite sources a pretty clear estimate 
oftheir numbera in this country can be made 
at least, and there is no doubt but that they 
are gaining instead_of losing. 

Judge Edmond ose name has been con- 
spicuous as an Ayowed Spiritualist for over 
twenty years, said a.few days ago in a conver- 
sation with the writer that the Rev. Father 
Hecker, the Superior of the Paulist Fathers, 
had told him that when the last general coun- 
cil of American bishops and priests of the 
Roman Catholic Church met in Baltimore just 
before the session of the Ecumenical Council 
in Rome, they had, fh obedience to a Papal 
command, made reports of the religious con- 
dition of their various dioceses: and parishes; 
and according to the statistics of those reports 
as received by a committee of which he 
(Father Hecker) was one. there were in the 
United States between 9.000.000 and 10,000,- 
000 Spiritualists and about 50.000 mediums 
and Spiritualist lecturers. Mrs. Emma Har- 
dinge, inher History of Modern Spiritual- 
ism,” says that the Baltimore Council, or 
rather that committee, reported the number 
as 11,000,000. In the printed Latin report of 
the Council of Baltimore, however, although 
the subject of the spread of Spiritualism in 
America is referred to, there are: nd num- 
ders given. Catholics are warned "not to fre- 
quent or assist at their circles, even from 
curiosity,” and advised that there are great 
numbers of them (Spiritualists) who do not 
hesitate to call themselves Christians, al- 
though not even baptized.”

One great 
object attained is to convince man that he has 
an immortal spirit, to reveal to him the na- 
ture of heaven and hell and the end of his 
creation. Another object is to make us be- 
lieve and realize that our every thought is 
known to God; but through theee manifesta~ 
tions we will learn to regard God with love, 
not fear.“ We sball be attracted to God, al- 
though we can not comprehend him.

A GIGANTIC WORK. 


It is perhaps known but to few persona that 
Judge Edmonds made his revision of the stat- 
utes of the State of New York after his con- 
version from Infidelity to Spiritualism, and 
while receiving, as he devoutly testifies, daily 
manifestations from the Spirit-world.

Singing follows the invocation, and after 
the instructions of the leaders to theirgroups, 
recitations in poetry and prose, and songs, 
solos, and duets are given by the children 
from the platform as they are called for by 
the conductor. After this, the so-called silver 
chain recitations are genérally introduced. 
Any hymn or song or prose selection can be 
silver-chained or recited responsively by the 
conductor aud children. This exercise con- 
cluded, at à signal from the conductor the 
„members rise and form in ranks, spacing 
themselves about three feet apart, and thus 
prepare for the 


“WING MOVEMBNTS,” 


or calisthenle gxercises. These consist of 
systematic and graceful motions of the arms 
and upper portions of ‘the body, the conduc- 
tor leading from the platform, and all mem- 
bers performing in unison with pianoforte ac- 
companiment. These exercises are continued 
for twenty or thirty minutes, after which all 
resume their seats À groups around their lead- 
ers, and engage in conversation on the les- 
apn for next Sunday. Then after the books 

‘returned to the library and others selected 

the next week, at the conductor's com- 
mand. Rise and form in ranks,” the groups 
march out into the aisles, each leader taking 
position behind his or her group. This done, 
all beat time to the music, lightly, with the 
left foot. The guardian of the groups, who 
always precedes the procession in its winding, 
the aisles of the hall, leads forward with the 
large flag, the leaders following their groups 
so as to keep each member in order. By the 
time the whole line is in motion the head of 
the column is passing near the conductor's 
stand, where an assistant gives out one of a 
dozen silk flags to each of the leaders as they 
pass. After the larger flags are distributed to 
the leadera, smaller ones are taken from the 
banner c atin the same manner and given to 
the children. All are trained to carry the 
flags in an erect position, resting the flag stef 
on the shoulder, and dropping the right hand 
in which the staff is held iu a straight line 
down the side. In the windings and counter- 
marches good management and judgment are 
required to prevent*confusion in the final 
bringing up of the column and in the re- 
placing of the flags. It is a beautiful sight to 
see several lyceums of children marching in 
this manner all decorated with badges and 
medals, and bearing floating 1 and ban- 
ners.

The tendency of Spirituelism up to this 
time has not been to draw the masses Of its 
believers into associations or congregations. 
Although it is admitted that there are fully 
100,000 Spiritualists in New York; it is difil- 
cult to keep up meetings or lyceums of even 
500 members in attendance. This singular 
disintegrating power seems actually to be one 
of their sources of strength and the cause of 
their making converts. There are thousands 
of individuals who would not be seen at a 
public circle, and would shrink from a public

On Monday evening, after many interesting 
manifestations, an invisible intelligence said: 
“My father-in-law is present, and I wish % 
seo him.” The name of the invisible was in- 
quired for, and it replied: “Nathan Goodell,' 
which was the name of my son in-law, who 
passed to spirit- life in the year 1865.

A Néw Religion Gaining Ground Among Us. 


Nine Millions of Spiritualists in the 
United States--Progress Toward 
Organization--Order of Worship in 

ı the Children's Heums-Win They 
Ever Form a Church?

It is sometimes asserted by superficial ob- 
servers that Spiritualism is dying out; but al- 
though there is no regular organization of the 
vast multitudes who are classed as Spiritual- 
ists, and who are actually convinced of or are 
seriously investigating the phenomena and 
doatrines of Spiritualism, yet from different 
and opposite sources a pretty clear estimate 
oftheir numbera in this country can be made 
at least, and there is no doubt but that they 
are gaining instead_of losing. 

Judge Edmond ose name has been con- 
spicuous as an Ayowed Spiritualist for over 
twenty years, said a.few days ago in a conver- 
sation with the writer that the Rev. Father 
Hecker, the Superior of the Paulist Fathers, 
had told him that when the last general coun- 
cil of American bishops and priests of the 
Roman Catholic Church met in Baltimore just 
before the session of the Ecumenical Council 
in Rome, they had, fh obedience to a Papal 
command, made reports of the religious con- 
dition of their various dioceses: and parishes; 
and according to the statistics of those reports 
as received by a committee of which he 
(Father Hecker) was one. there were in the 
United States between 9.000.000 and 10,000,- 
000 Spiritualists and about 50.000 mediums 
and Spiritualist lecturers. Mrs. Emma Har- 
dinge, inher History of Modern Spiritual- 
ism,” says that the Baltimore Council, or 
rather that committee, reported the number 
as 11,000,000. In the printed Latin report of 
the Council of Baltimore, however, although 
the subject of the spread of Spiritualism in 
America is referred to, there are: nd num- 
ders given. Catholics are warned "not to fre- 
quent or assist at their circles, even from 
curiosity,” and advised that there are great 
numbers of them (Spiritualists) who do not 
hesitate to call themselves Christians, al- 
though not even baptized.”

One great 
object attained is to convince man that he has 
an immortal spirit, to reveal to him the na- 
ture of heaven and hell and the end of his 
creation. Another object is to make us be- 
lieve and realize that our every thought is 
known to God; but through theee manifesta~ 
tions we will learn to regard God with love, 
not fear.“ We sball be attracted to God, al- 
though we can not comprehend him.

A GIGANTIC WORK. 


It is perhaps known but to few persona that 
Judge Edmonds made his revision of the stat- 
utes of the State of New York after his con- 
version from Infidelity to Spiritualism, and 
while receiving, as he devoutly testifies, daily 
manifestations from the Spirit-world.

Singing follows the invocation, and after 
the instructions of the leaders to theirgroups, 
recitations in poetry and prose, and songs, 
solos, and duets are given by the children 
from the platform as they are called for by 
the conductor. After this, the so-called silver 
chain recitations are genérally introduced. 
Any hymn or song or prose selection can be 
silver-chained or recited responsively by the 
conductor aud children. This exercise con- 
cluded, at à signal from the conductor the 
„members rise and form in ranks, spacing 
themselves about three feet apart, and thus 
prepare for the 


“WING MOVEMBNTS,” 


or calisthenle gxercises. These consist of 
systematic and graceful motions of the arms 
and upper portions of ‘the body, the conduc- 
tor leading from the platform, and all mem- 
bers performing in unison with pianoforte ac- 
companiment. These exercises are continued 
for twenty or thirty minutes, after which all 
resume their seats À groups around their lead- 
ers, and engage in conversation on the les- 
apn for next Sunday. Then after the books 

‘returned to the library and others selected 

the next week, at the conductor's com- 
mand. Rise and form in ranks,” the groups 
march out into the aisles, each leader taking 
position behind his or her group. This done, 
all beat time to the music, lightly, with the 
left foot. The guardian of the groups, who 
always precedes the procession in its winding, 
the aisles of the hall, leads forward with the 
large flag, the leaders following their groups 
so as to keep each member in order. By the 
time the whole line is in motion the head of 
the column is passing near the conductor's 
stand, where an assistant gives out one of a 
dozen silk flags to each of the leaders as they 
pass. After the larger flags are distributed to 
the leadera, smaller ones are taken from the 
banner c atin the same manner and given to 
the children. All are trained to carry the 
flags in an erect position, resting the flag stef 
on the shoulder, and dropping the right hand 
in which the staff is held iu a straight line 
down the side. In the windings and counter- 
marches good management and judgment are 
required to prevent*confusion in the final 
bringing up of the column and in the re- 
placing of the flags. It is a beautiful sight to 
see several lyceums of children marching in 
this manner all decorated with badges and 
medals, and bearing floating 1 and ban- 
ners. They are taught thusto walk gracefully 
through various healthful and instructive 
movements, called!

The tendency of Spirituelism up to this 
time has not been to draw the masses Of its 
believers into associations or congregations. 
Although it is admitted that there are fully 
100,000 Spiritualists in New York; it is difil- 
cult to keep up meetings or lyceums of even 
500 members in attendance. This singular 
disintegrating power seems actually to be one 
of their sources of strength and the cause of 
their making converts. There are thousands 
of individuals who would not be seen at a 
public circle, and would shrink from a public 
avowal of their faith in Spiritualism, who do 


not hesitate to investigate in private, and 


among their intimate friends to avow them- 
selves believers in the phenomena, if not in 
the doctrines of Spiritualism. There is now 
comparatively little opposition to this faith or 
to the manifestations of spirits by orthodox 
Christian ministers and congregations.

Society is responsible for its own well-being; 
and that well-being depends on the moral, in- 
tellectual and physical well-being of its indi- 
vidual members. If this were not so, societ 
would not be alfllrcted with the evils whleh 
constantly beset it. Nature never inflicts a 
penalty where it is not justly deserved. Her 
clearly defined law demands that the parties 
begetting the offspring shall perform the fur- 
ther marriage relation of caring for and devel- 
oping it. Piscing it in the hunds of the public 
isan unnatural process—a violation of the 
sacred law of human propagation 

Children need the inspiration of the mother's 
love, aflzction and tenderness and the inspira- 
tion of the father’s energy, boldness and 
stamina. No hired or borrowed inspiration 
can fill the bill which nature has stamped 
upon her works. We claim, therefore, that 
the marriage relation is not, for a day, nor ac- 
cording to the whim and caprice of the parties, 
but should be continued so long as the process 
of child-bearing is continued, unless good 
cause shall appear to the contrary} other than 
the mutual likes and dislikes of the parties. 

Referring again to nature it is seen that some 
animals and birds mate during the propagating 
season, and that mating continues till the 
young are fully developed to the condition of 
taking care of themaelves, which generally 
lasts for but a single season. As dependent 
human infancy continues for about twenty 
years, it follows, nature being the guide, that 
the period of marriage so far as one offspring 
is concerned, should last that length of time. 
But, unless nature be thwarted by artificial 
means, during tlie dependency of this one ofl- 
spring, others, similarly dependent, foliow in 
quite regular succession, and demand the con- 
tinuance of marriage till the last oue is fully 
matured. This view supposes there are no 
counterbalaueing facts and conditions demand- 
ing separation. = 

Purenologists have discovered and located 
an organ which they call “Union for Life.“ 
The office of this propensity is to hold the par- 
ties together in the marriage union, resent any 
attack upon it, and preserve it even to a resort 
to violence fur that purpose. For nothing 
will a mun or woman go so far, and sacrifice 
so much, as to punish a violation of this 
natural and sacred relation. While either 
party may be led astray by the impulse of pas- 
sion, the fact of unfaithfulness is kept con- 
cealed under the pains and terrors of outraged 
and enraged humanity The outside party to 
the offznse realiz :s that life itself is not safe 
except under the seal of secrecy as to the act 
committed. Why this instinctive and almost 
uncontrollable propensity to revenge suchoa 
„wrong if nature has not madeit u law of human 
propagation? As maby crimes of a violent 
character, even amounting to murder, have 
grown out of this natural instinct of defending 
the sacredness of the marriage relation, as 
from any other one cause. Even with the 
greatest incompatibility of disposition, temper 
aud circumstances, misconduct on both sides 
amounting to prostitution, either party will 
resent with violence any outside interference 
with the bond of Union for Life.” 

There are numerous cases, no doubt, where 
the good of all concerned demands a separa- 
tion, and the public care of the children be- 
gotten of unfurtunate marriage, but these cases 
are exceptions only. The laws of divorce 
have, I doubt not, been too stringent in most 
countries. In this state divoregis granted only 
for adultery, which is but offering a premium 
for adulterous practices. But, that divorce 
should be absolutely free, ia suying that man- 
kind should be absolutely free in everything 
else; and that all laws regulating human inter- 
course muy with safety, and even public bene- 
fit, be abolished. If the continuation of mar- 
riage during child-bearing and child-rearing 
be a natural, as well as reasonable duty, as 
clearly appears to me, then there should be 
law to enforce it, as there should be to enforce 
any ather duty individuals owe to each other 
and to the public. 

In this brief view of the Social Question |

etter things; but it seems we have progressed 
but a few shades nearer the higher life and 
light if this Woodhull imbroglio is to be the 
index of ‘our true status, Svon shall we be 
accused of driving the world to another form 
of infidelity seven-fold worse than the first. 
Let that spirit of decency and toleration, which 
ought to distinguish us from the more intol- 
erant churches, have some little prominence 
in this and other subjects we are called upon 
to examine. 

No doubt the world has been governed too 
much, especially so far as individual rights 
and personal liberty are concerned. True, for 
the past few centuries we have been slowly 
ne of the despotic forms of rule, and 
into individual-liberty ideas of government. 
Until quite recently men were thought totally 
unfit for self-government, and that, like mad- 
men and children, they must needs have some 
superior minds with superior powers (assumed 
of course) to goad and force them into right- 
doing. But our form vf government is based 
on the theory of (man’s ability to govern him- 
self, and under it individual liberty bas been 
greatly enlarged. How much farther it should 
be extended is not important in considering 
the subject in hand. No one, however, sup- 
poses, us we think, that man has become 60 

rfect as to require no rules, with power be- 

ind tu enforce them, regulating his conduct 
with his fellow men. Few, indeed, there be 
that are a perfect law unto themselves. If 
there be any such they must know thereria a 
limit to individual liberty, for individyality is 
not all there is of man. Society is an jout- 
growth of man's nature; and socialTights and 
social duties run concurrent with individual 
rights and individual liberty. ‘They are as 
necessarily parts of a whole, as male and fe- 
male are parts of the genus man. Eaforein 
individual liberty at the expense of the socia 
unity and pay | is nota step forward, but 
the other horn of the old absurdity of com- 

lling social unity at the expense of individual 

iberty. Individus! rights and social rights 

are so interblended that they cannot be separat- 
ed without destroying the unity and perfection 
of nature's own laws. 
gihe advocates of Mrs. Woodbull’s theory 
seem to have run wild on the side of individual 
liberty, utterly ignoring the side of socisi 
unity, so they introduce political aud religious 
freedom as a precedent for theirideas of social 
or sexual freedom.

law of interior life, seek out their object, and 
thus act upon those persons for whom you 
pray, toward whom you have this aspiration, 
making more or less impression upon them; 
therefore, there is a natural response in the 
spiritual world to prayer. It is founded upon 
the natural laws of Psychology; is as much a 
part of God's method in the universe, as any 
other regulated activity. There is nothing 
special or miraculous whatever in it, and yet 
it is one of the divinest truths, It is one of 
those truths that holds all mankind An its'strong 
embrace; that as we live dn and on through 
the eternities, will draw us nearer and nearer 
in its folds. 

This law of prayer for special objects, hav- 
ing a foundation in natural law,should be used 
for ‘all legitimate, truthful, charitable, beau- 
tiful purposes.. But, my friend, it can be used: 
for wicked and diabolical purposes, though it 
is employed in this way by only a very small 
portion of persons, You should bend in this 
way all the sympathetic energies of your souls, 
to making the world better, to lifting human 
souls out of their wrong, to draw them from 
the paths that must bring them ultimately into 
sorrow and suffering. Thisis the beautiful, 
God-like use of prayer. 

Q.—If those ladies should retire to their 
closets, and pray in secret, could it have any 
effect upon the rumseller? 

.A.—It would not have that immediate effect 
that it does by their presence, because all psy- 
chological activities, take place most forcibly 
when persons are near together. If they 
should, each and all, pray simultaneously for 
his conversion, it would affect him, yet.not 
sufficiently, perhaps, to produce any marked 
change in hia life; yet it would reach and af- 
fect his spiritual state. Their coming togeth- 
er, however, and coming closely into his pres- 
ence, bringing him into connection with them 
through these prayers, is the most effective 
method as every psychological operator 

_ knows. n 

Q. Do you think before many years we

So says Lord Byron and then goes on to 

show how 
“A emall drop of ink 

Falling like gew upon a 'hougbt, produces 
That which makes thousands, perhaps mililone, think.” 

This being 80, how important it is to guard 
our tongues and our pens that our words may 
be kind, just and thoughtful. This being so, 
bow important it is also that we cultivate a 
correct use of words, for language is the lever 
that moves the world. A certain foreigner is 
represented as being unacquainted with the 


correct use of the terms wil and shall aud from 


this ignorance lost his life. He was in the 
water struggling for dear life when, as some 
resons were about to plunge in and rescue 
im, he screamed out, I vill drown, nobody 
shall save me!" His words signifying that he 
was determined to drown, the bystanders con- 
cluded it was useless to attempt to save him, 
and so be went under. 

One object of my writing this article is to 
discuss briefly a proper nomenclature with 
reference to the healing business. What is 
known as magnetic or spiritual healing through 
the laying-on of hands, is making wonderful 
strides, and I believe, as an intelligent homao- 
pathic physician of New York admitted to me 
sometime since, that all schools of practice 
will finally be merged into it.“ How important 
then that this great reform should start rightly, 
both with reference to the terms that describe 
it and thé principles that underlie it. Let me 
mention some of the terms that are popularly 


used. 

Rubbing Doctors, or NRubbers.— Many persons

good as a regular magnetic physician with all 
his control of the fine spiritual aura. The 
term manipulatora méaus about the same thing. 

Spiritual Doctors, used by some, would be s0 
distasteful a term to the public at large who do 
not understand the beauties of the spiritual 

hilosophy, as to drive away most of them. 
Fhe church world patronize magnetista exten- 
sively and having their systems purified and 
spiritualized by this fire from heaven, are offen 
led into our soul inspiring truths, Drive-thém 
not away then by objectionable term. 

Animal Magnetizers means really péople who 
have and use simply the universal animal life 
element, just as any horse has it, nothing 
more. It shows the ignorance of those who 
uso It. 

Magnetism —W bat an indefinite term. Does 
it mean mineral magnetism according to the 
use of scientists generally, or animal magnet- 
ism, or vital magnetism, or vital electricity, or 
both of these latter terms, or the higher soul- 
forces; and having determined which of these 
forces is meant, what is the word to show that 
they,are communicated to the patient by man- 
ipusatioat Here is confusion and indetinite 

ness. 

Psyco dynamics,—This term teed by some is 
rather long, aud contains tw. errors of spell- 
ing. When turned into correct Greek English, 
it should be Psycho dynamics, meaning the sul- 
forces. This ia good as far as it goes, but it 
does not include manipulation. 

pathy, pronounced psy-chop-athy, and 
meaning ul cure, isa good word to signify 
mental or psychological cure. 

Pyschomany, pronounced pay chom any, 
from psyche, the soul, and manus, hand, means 
soul and hand-cure, Here at last we have a 
musical woré-which includes the soul forces 
and manipulation combined, just the term we 
want.« It is the handmaid of psychophysis, 
the only true philosophy of human develop- 
ment, in which soul and body are lifted up 

‘together. Paychomize, psychomist, abbre- 
viated from paychomany, need noexplanation. 

But what word shall we use to signify the 
manipulation of one's self? Every person can 
do a great deal towards curing himself by self- 

But this is a cumbersome term. 

Automany, pronounced au- tom any from 
autos, self, and manus, hand, is far shorter 
and more musical, than to say manipulation 
of one's self. How much shorter to say au- 
tomize, than to say practice self- manipulation. 
Ignorant persons even could ure these terms 
in a few moments and scholarly persons would 
know them without telling from the original 
Greek and Latin. We gaih three points then 
by their use. Ist, definiteness; 2d, euphony; 
3d, brevity.

These soul essences, these finer magnetic 
and electric forces are, next to spirit itself, 
the divinest power in the universe’ and by un- 
derstanding them we gein a higher philosophy 
of buman life. Without them the glories, of 
this world and the inconceivable eplendora of 
the hereafter would be impossible. They con- 
stitute the river of life and the fountains of 
immortal joy in which the suffering millions 
of earth are yet to bathe and be blessed. In 
this world all human functions, both physical 
and spiritual, work through them, and it has 
been my privilege for some time back, under 
the guidance of bigher wisdom than my own, 
to show how they may be used to develope, 
renew and ennoble the whole being, gradually 
leading towards the era, wheh there shall be 
no more sickness, no more crime, and virtually 
no more death. .

It is alleged that a council was held, A. D. 
50, but I can find no authentic history of a 
general council, until the Nicene Council, 
which on account of its antiquity, splendor, 
number of Bishops, as 3 as the magnitude 
of its objects and results, may be regarded as 
the most celebrated in the ecclesiastical his- 
tory of earth, but the object was not as many 
balleve. to settle the canon of the Scriptures, 
yet many important questions were before the 
council. The most important one was. the 
“Arian Controversy.” The object was to 
settle on a firm foundation the divine nature 
of Jesus Christ, and the, precise relation he 
sustained towards the Father; also question- 
relating to the novel dogmas” of the Meles 
tans and Novatians, and thé most appropriate 
day for the celebration of the Passover.

the Bishops and people, in which he says, “I 
decree, that, ifany one shall be detected in 
concealing a book compiled by Arius, and 
shall not fastantly bring it forward and burn 
it, the penalty for his offense shall be death. 
May God preserve you.“ He was more ge- 
vere on Arius, than priests, when he said, 
the crime of priests ought not to be made 
known,” or to Bishops when he declared that 
if he had “detected a Bishop in the very act 
of committing adultery, I woufd throw my 
imperial robe over the unlawful deed, lest 
any should witnesathe scene and be thereby 
injured.” 

Constantine attempted to reconcile the dis- 
putants and quiet the strife and tumult among 
the people by addressing them a letter, but 
being unsuccessful, he called a coun- 
cil of rans at the city of Nice, in the 
rovince of Bythenia, (anchently Nicea), now 
a village named Izueek or Iznik, near Lake 
Izneek, in Asia Minor, in A. D. 325 

r. Munroe gives the number of Bishops in 

attendance at 2.048 This may be a typo- 
graphical error, it is certainly too high an es- 
timate. Eusebius gives the number at 250, 
Theodore 270, Marius Victorinus 315, Socra- 
tes 300, while Athanasius, Epiphanias, Hillary, 
Rufinus and Valerius, estimate the number in 
attendence at 318. Bishops were in atten- 
dance from Europe, Asia and Africa. It thus 
appears that the weight of the authorities 
place the number at 318, although I have 
never been able to obtain the names of 
more than fifty, and have had serious doubs 
whether the number was not greatly exagget- 
ated; at least the condition of the church in 
the third century would warrant such a con- 
clusion, if the historians have compiled cor- 
rectly the number of Christians. They had 
very little over that number 200 years after- 
wards in the Roman Empire. 

As there is such a mistaken belief about the 
councils that cdnonized the Scriptures, I will 
briefly refer to the facta as I understand them, 
and if in error, I do hope some one will cos 
rect me, as it is very important that we have a 
truthful understanding of this matter, as jt 
lords an opportunity for the opponents of 

„progression to charge us with untruth, when 
it is merely a mistake about the name of coun- 
cila while the matter may be true. 

We find that the council of Laodicea, A. 
D. 363, admitted in the list of inspired books 
all the Hebrew books and the Apocryphal 
Baruch, This list had previously been 
adopted by Origen. 

The list of Augustine, who lived about the 
year 375, was the Hebrews, Tobit, Judith,-the 
Wisdom of Solomon, Ecclesiasticus, ahd Ist 
and 2d Mackabees. which was adopted by the 
third council of Carthage. 

Jerome did not receive the Apocryphal 
books as theinspired Word of God. 

By n decree of the council of Hippo, A. D. 
B03, the New Testament was declared to be 
thé four Gospels, Acts, Thirteen Epistles of 
Paul, one to the Hebrews, two of Peter, three 
of John, oné of James, one of Jude and the 
Apocalypse of John. 

The decree of Hippo was adopted by the 
council of Carthage, A. D. 397, but placed 
Hebrews among Paul's fourteen Epistles. A 
few years after, Pope Anuocent I, confirmed 
these books by hi crou as sacred. 
settled the quegtion of the canon of the Latin 
Church. 

The Synod of Aix, A. D. 780, excluded the 
Apocalypse. 

The canon of Hippo and Carthage was con- 
firmed by che council of Trent. 

Notwithstanding the action of the councils 
alluded to above, the great authority in such 
alters, Dr. Lardner, admits even so late as 
the middle of the sixth century, the canon ot 
the New Testament had not been settled by 
any authority that was dectaive and universally 
acknowledged; but Christian people were at 
liberty to Judge for themselves concerning the 
genuineness of writings proposed to them as 
apostolical, and to nn according to 
evidence. 

I would like to pursue this subject further and 
show the slippery grounde upon which Chris- 
tians stand in supporting the authenticity and 
divine ſuspiration of the New Testament, but 
space must prevent. The strongest proof they 
have of the Trinity (løt John, 5 chapter, Tth 
verse), is beyond any question an uuauthor- 
ized interpolation even if the New Testament 
is admitted to~be of Apostolical origin and 
divinely juspired (see 3d verse Milman's Gib- 
bon, p. 556), but I must close. 


I might add by way of a postscript, that a 
Mr. and Mrs Rrown, has been holding revi- 
val er neighborhood of Manhattan 
for six werk past, and received*the names of 
over forty cXnverts.

2 The free religionists, generally, constitute 
as a class of people who wish to deal with reali- 
| ties. Their emotional nature does not seem 
to be developed to an abnormal point, for we 
do not find them shedding tears nor exulting 
over every little incident of life. They are 
not generally found disposed to despise nor to 
exalt, at short notice, any human action or 
event. Nor are they habitual dwellers in the 
regions of the imaginative, and their specula- 
tions are hardly of that dreamy or misty na- 
ture, whose invariable fate is be dispelled 
by the first ray of light that shoots over the 
morning's horizon. Now, let me ask you if 
this mental disposition of the free religionist 
is nota commendable one? There is record- 
ed somewhere a proverb whose merits are such. 
in my estimation, that its author ought to be 
canonized, if be cared for canonization. It is 
this: Let reason, and not impulse, guide 
your actions!“ This proverb ought to be 
printed in large, golden letters, and hung up- 
onthe walls of every bed-room. Before going 
to sleep our last look would be for that beau- 
tiful proverb, and during our sweet slumbers, 
I have no doubt but Dr. Carpenter's ‘‘uncon- 
scious cerebration” would expound it, and 
t it ready by morning for application in our 
aily actions of life.

SIAMESE SORCERY. 


The Dead Scemingly Raised to Lite, 
and the Living Strangely 
Metamorphosed. 


The far east must ever lead the world in the 
practice of necromancy. All the skill and me- 
chanical ingenuity of the most expert prestidi- 
gitateurs of Europe or America.capnot pro- 
duce a single exhibition which will compare 
with the feats of the commonest Indian jug- 
gler. The Japanese have taught us the.greater 


part ø? the slight-of-hand illusion which is now 


paraded before staring audiences in this coun- 
try and in Europe. but the necromancy of Ja- 
pan is as hoya' play compared with the myste- 
rious jugglery ôf the nether and farther Indies, 
and especially of Siam. In the latter country 
there is a royal troupe of jugglers, who per- 
form only at the funerals and coronations of 
the kings, and then only in the presence of the 
nobles of Siam or those initiated into the mys- 
teries of the religion of the country. These 
necromancers do nat perform for money, are 
of noble blood, and it is seldom that a Eu- 
ropean sees even their faces. Last year, how- 
ever. an English surgeon whd was in the coun- 
try performed a somewhat remarkable cure 
upon a princess, who bad been treated in vain 
by all the physiciana of the country. Great 
was the gratitude of the Siamese court at the 
doctor's performance, and as a reward com- 
mensurate with his great service he was per- 
mitted to witneea the performance of Tepada’s 
royal troupe of jugglers. This exhibition was 
given in the sacred temple -of Juthia, om the 
16th of last November, the occasion being the 
coronation of the young king. The surgeon's 
narrative, stripped of a large amount of des- 
cription and materially- condensed, is given 
below: 
IN THE TEMPLE OF JUTHTA,

Suddenly there was a wild and startling 
crash of barbaric music from under the stage 
—gongs, drums, cymbals, and horns—and 
with wonderful alertness and a really inde- 
scribable effect, a band of naked men came out

per week, and board bill to pay, washing to 
have done, and clothesto buy! Imagine the 
fate of those poor girls. The melstrom of 
licentiousness will receive most of them, and 
carry them still deeper into the vortex of the 
dark side of life. While favored with a posi- 
tion at #4 per week, they club together, five or 
six of them, rent a dark, dismal, gloomy, half- 
furnished room,-pay threg dollars a Neck for 
their board, and have one dollar left to defray 
expenses of car fare, clothes, washing, and 
other incidental expenses. These giris have 
kind, sympathetic, humane feelings. Heaven 
is there if no where else in their lives. If one 
is taken sick, the others, out of their extra 
dollar, contribute to her support, or she is 
compelled to go to a public hospital. In the 
case of a widow with children the case is still 
harder. She rents a miserable room at $1 per 
week, and with the remainder of her.wages $3, 
must purchase food, clothing, fuel, etc. Next 
lower down come the girls who strip tobacco. 
They average 25 cents a day, but have the en- 
couragement of knowing that “smart girls can 
make 40 or 50 cents.” The reporter saw one 
of these smart girls“ who makes 72 50 a 
week, and on this pittance supports her sick 
father, a helpless mother, a crippled brother 
who is a grown man, and two little children. 
It is doubtful if Grace Darling was a greater 
heroine. This class of women do not live— 
they go half-naked and gradually starve.

He says in a sermon he lately delivered: 


In considering the questions of the destiny 
of mankind, we have looked at the change 


‘which we call dying, or death; we have sought 
te prove the conscious existence of the soul 
after deb, and have dwelt upon the peculiar 
form of life or being called the intermediate 
state," and have stated our views of the resur- 
rection and of the judgment day, Toere re- 
mains just two things more to consider, name- 
y, the after-death condition of the good and 
© bad, or the final issue of the problems of 
good and evil. I have assigned this hour to 
the consideration of the condition of the not 
good, or the wicked, in the world to come. 


Gladly would I pass by this subject in si- 
lence, but I darė not. I come to it with pain. 
Every feeling of my nature turns from the 
sight or thought of suflering that may not be 
relleved; but it is better to suffer in our feel- 
ings than that the truth suffer. 


Nothing is more apparent than that the 
pulpit has undergone a great change on this 
subject in the last 25 or 30 years. Future pun- 
ishment used to form no small part of preach- 
ing; but of late years very little is said about 
it. The reeson is to be found partly in the 
genius of our times, which looks to love rather 
than penalty, to hope rather thun to fear, to 
reform men, and partly—possibly more large- 
ly—from the fact that a change bus come over 
the beliefs of thoughtful men, so that they 
cannot conscientiously preach the doctrine as 
it was once preached, and, rather than seem 
to. in any sense modify it, they aay little or 
nothing about it. But it must be remembered 
that our opinions have no power to change 
the facts of the case, They remain the same, 
whether we believe or deny, and that what 
was true in reference to hell a hundred years 
ago is equally true now, and the dangers to 
which men are exposed now are just as grea’, 
and the duty to warn them just as imperative, 
now as then.

punishment, and a literal lake of sulphurous 
tlame; yet any conception of God's govern- 
ment that Hives out the idea of justice or of 

A penalty, or limits them to this lıfe alone, is 
not only false in fact, but pernicious in its in- 
fluence upon men. Itis the peculiarity of our 
Savior's teachings that, striking through all 
outward' forms of piety, they go to the very 
heart, and, lifting the mind above the thought 
of mere earthly consequences, they convey.it 
away to the solemn relations of the future 
with its judgment day, its heaven and itg hell. 
There is nothing in all literature at all com- 

arable with the scene of bis teachings, atand- 

ng as it were on the shores of time and lifting 
the veil to a vision of the hereafter, and ever- 
more hearing the double message of the tender 
love and pity of God, and of the dreadful 
doom-and danger of sin. And wherever these 
teachings are read and heard, men are brought 
in some sense to stand thus in the light and 
responsibility of both worlds. And there is 
no standpoint where every power snd possi- 
bility of our whole being isso wrought upon, 
so touched on every side, and realized, as this, 
There is no question on which men have 
thought more in the past, or are thinking s0 
much in the present, as the fact of a future 
state, and no fact is so hard to solve as the 
final issue of evil. Compared with this, all 
the other questions in theology are as nothing. 
What will be the future destiny of the un- 
good? is yo-day the deep, unanswered-question 
of the age. It is not only a question that 
troubles the mind, but an agony that wrings 
the heart. It has cost me more mental and 
heart anguish than all other questions put 
together.

S. S. Jones, — Dean Sin: —I have for some 
time been desirous of writing to you on a 
matter of some importance to me, but could 
not, until the present, summon suflicient cour- 
‘age to do so; but now, however, I will hazard 
au Intrusion and say by way of preface, that 
nine years ago, being then in my twenty-first 
year, I was convicted of a capital offense in 


Chicago, and sentenced to, thirty years in' 


this prison. Of tne justice of that sentence | 
will say nothing; for were I to inveigh against 
it, it would be taken as a matter of course; and 
further, were | to aver my innocence, but few 
would give credence thereto. Hence, seeing 
that the specific gravity of words is equivalent 
to ndthing, L have cue to the conclusion to 
say nothing onthe subject, but will leave it 
for adjudication to a uigher tribunal over 
which, according tothe urthodoxy, presides a 
judge from Whum we may expect to have it 
inessured out to us according to our deserts, 
As to whether there is such a personal Judge, 
I must admit that my belief is unstable; but 
to discard Him wholly, would, I think, re- 
duce the world to chabs— that is the Christian 
world.

The 
truth is, however, t they have repeatedly 


done the same thing themselves. The Sun, of 
March 24th hasascathing article on the opera- 
tions of the churches of Dre. Storrs and Bud- 
dington, showing how the pastors of these 
churches tried to rule their people and the 
exparts moana which were taken to shut off op- 
position. I will quote alittle from this paper: 
Dr. Buddingtou’s own church has repeated- 
ly drop members under circumstances sim- 
ilar to those under which Mr. Tilton was 
dropped from Plymouth Church; and ether 
Congregational churches have done the same 
thing, and noʻharm has ever thereby come to 
Con onaliam. And if Plymouth Church 
had dropped John Jenkins, or anybody except 
Mr. Tilton, or even Mr. Tilton himself under 
other circumstances, he might have dropped 
ever so far, and failen ever so heavily without 
the concussion provoking the slightest discus- 
sion of his case. It is pretty ing 6 be- 
lieved, therefore, that the Storrs and Budding- 
ton Council has been called for the purpose of 
making an organized onset” upon the gifted 
pastor of Plymouth Church, whose overshad- 
owing fame and intolerable success have long 
been hard to bear by some of the less famous 
and less succesaful, but more conceited and 
8 of his clerical brethren in Brook- 
yn.” 
The Church of Dr, Buddington proceeded 
80 unfairly that a portion of its members drew 
up a protest, a part of which I quote, as this 
case is to be an important one in the religious 
world :—‘' We protest use the committee 
was not sppointed by the church; because its 
action has never been approved by the church; 
because the substance and form of the docu- 
ments it has prepared have not been author- 
ized even by the instructions given at irregu 
lar and invalid gatherings, until it was too 
late to offer criticism or objection; because 
these documents, neither authorized in ad- 
vance, nor subsequently approved by this 
church, have apparently committed it to an 
attitude, and pledged itin advance to acts of 
antagonism and censure toward a near atid be- 
loved sister church, never contemplated or de- 
sired, still less resolved upon by this church; be- 
cause the question of discipline; originally 
raised as a matter of controversy, is one upon 
which the record of this church is such as to 
make it especially necessary that we should 
proceed with great circumspection, when 
seeking to advise or censure other churches— 
it being our own practice to drop members for 
absence, without censure, at every annual 
mecting (Manual, sec. 6, art. 2), and the prec- 
tice having extended in the past, as we are in- 
form members atthe time currently re- 
ported to be under grave charges." The pro- 
test also saya: The whole management of 
this case has misrepresented the spirit of this 
church, defeated its just right of self-govern- 
mont, ed ship the honest and free expres- 
sion of individual opinion, and tended to sub- 
3 the church to the control of a few. mem- 
ra, without regard to the convictions of the 
remainder;“ and it winds up as follows: We 
therefore pronounce the action of the commlt- 
tee as a dangerous attack upon Christian lib- 
erty and n polity; and we de- 
clare it to be, and to have been from the be- 
ginning, null and void.”

Bno. S. B. Jonzs:—A few months ac aie 
published an article from a Ban Franc 
paper, relative to some strange pictures which 
were claimed to be of spirit origin, and as that 
article was an attempt to burlesque the finest 
specimens of art the world has ever probably 
seen, I ask you for space to give ashort syno 
tical aketch of the origin of this gallery, that 
is designed to open the eyes of the most akep- 
tieal in spiritual matters, and give old Ortho- 
doxy, with its idea of the creation of man, its 
heaviest blow. 

About four years ago, Gen. J. Winchester, 
(then of New York,) wrote mef enclosing a 
piece of rock from a mine he was interested in, 
requesting a psychometric examination of the 
same. After I had examined it und was writ- 
ing out my impressions, a spirit of oriental de- 
scription, presented himself and requested me 
to describe him ijn the letter I was writing, 
which I did minutely, and mailed the letter 
next morning. 

About a week after the General received mr 
letter (he having made no mention of the spirit 
I had described, to any one but his wife), he 
and Mra. W. called on Wella Anderson and 
wife to spend the evening, Anderson then be- 
ing a resident of New York. 

he two gentlemen and their ladies were 
seated sround the fire, when Mr. Anderson 
remarked that he was very strongly impressed 
to give the General a sitting that evening, 
though contrary to his custom to sit fur pic- 
tures after sundown. Gen. W. was anxious to 
have the sitting, for he supposed that condi- 
tions were favorable for his firat wife to give 
him her picture, he having had two sittings 
for her picture before, without success. 

Mr, A. then procured a blank-sheet of draw- 
ing paper, and gave it to the General to hold 
a Pow moments, to impart his magnetism to it. 
He (Anderson) then retired to his dark draw. 
ing-room, and, in twenty minutes, returned 
swith the picture of an ancient individual which 
corresponded, in every particular, with the 
description I had given. Some time after this, 
Gen. W. removed to San Francisco, and a few 
months later, Anderson “and wife , were im. 

ned to go to that city, ostensibly for tho 
Penent of his wife's health, Gen. W. knowing 
nothing of their coming until he met Anderson 
on the streets in that city. x 

About this time other ancient spirits com- 
menced presenting themselves to me, with the. 
request that I would write out their descrip- 
tions and send them to Gen. W., which I did, 
and now comes the most singular part of this 
history: While my description of Adehl (an 
East Indian of 8,000 years ago) was on the way, 
Anderson was controlled to draw the picture, 
so that when my letter was received, and the 
description compared with the picture, they 
corresponded 8 r s 
Again, while my letter containing the de- 
scription of Arbaces, the Egyptian, was on 
the way, Anderson produced the picture, giv- 
ing another grand test on it. 


So was it with others, but I do not wish to 
lengthen this communication by particulariz- 
ing further, but will say a few words relative 
to the history and object of this Band,“

Christian Persecutions taken from 
the Records of History. 


ABSTRACT OF A DIECOURSE GIVEN AT MADISON, 
WIB., BY B. F. UNDERWOOD. 

Christianity from the time it gained ascend- 
‘ancy, has persecuted to the full extent of ita 
power. Constantine, the first Christian Em- 
peror, made it a penal offence for any Chris- 
tian to become a Jew. A Jew by marrying a 
Christian incurred the penalty of death. Ari- 
an and Donatist parties were forbidden to as- 
semble, their writings burned, and many of 
themselves condemned to death. Constantine 

' issued decrees prohibiting every form of Pa. 
an Worship, Constantius made additional 
aws, forbidding the Pagans to perform in 

Seer or private, the rites of their religion. 

nder the pious Theodosius all the Pagan 
temples were razed to the ground, in spite of 
the piteous appeals of the worshipers, who 
declared that the temple to them was the 
very eye of nature, the symbol ang? manifedta- 
tion of a present Deity, the solace of all their 
troubles, the holiest of all their joys. If it 
was overthrown the dearest associations would 
be annihilated. The tie that linked them to 
the dead would be severed. Tue poetry of 
life, the consolation of labor, the source of 
faith would be destroyed.“ These persecutions 
were urged on by the Fathers of the church. 
Eusebius eulogized Constantine for his edicts 
against Pagan worship. 

Augustine argued in favor of porsecution, 
drawing his arguments from commands for 
the extirpagion of idolatry in the Old Testa- 
ment, and from the Binfulness of unbelief in 
the New, St. Augustine declared that in his 
time the sentence of death was incurred by 
any one who celebrated the rites of the relig- 
ion which had been universal but a few cen- 
turies previously; and this sentence, he said 

Was unanimously . by the whole 
Christian Church. aganism suppressed, the 
e spirit of the Caristiau system ex 

ibited itself against every heresy that ap- 
peared. 

What innumerable multitudes have perished 
that the Caristian faith might flourish! The 
great controversy about Transubstantiation 
cast the lives of nearly 400 000 human beings, 
The famous image controversy, ecclesiastical 
historians say cost 50,000 lives. In the perse- 
cution, instigated against the Manicheans by 
Theodora, 100,000 fell in Greece alone. The 

` loss of life by the Crusades was not less, pro- 

bably, than 5,000,000; ‘The European na- 
tions," says Mosheim, „were deprived of the 
greatest part of their inhabitants.” When the 
secagd expedition started, Bernard boasted 
that “scarcely one man was left for the con- 
solation of seven widows." For centuries the 
fairest regions of earth were reddened with hu- 
man blood, and strewn wth human skulls, Of 
the Albigenses 30,000 were butchered by the 

Catholicgin one day. When the-teasders in 
the massacre were unable to distinguish their 
own peopls from the heretics, the legate of the 
pope replied, “Kill on, God will know his 
own.” At Bezuera 60,000 were put to death, 
The expatriation of the Moriscoes, the unfort- 
unate remnant of the Moorish nation from 
Spain, is another great Christian crime. 
“About one million of the most industrious 

‘Inhabitants of Spain,“ says Buckle, were 
hunted like wild beasts.” Thousands were 
butchered on the road to Africa. Yet this 
was the people thes had made Spain illustri- 
ous. How many thousands of Jows have been 

. murdered by Caristians can never be known. 

They have been robbed, plundered, hanged 

head downward between dogs, torn to pieces, 
impaled and burned. They have been butzh- 
ered by thousands, prigsts directing the - 
acre. Hundreds of thousands were expelled 
from Spain,-by thie decree of Isabella. They 
were obliged to leave ih three months and for- 
bidden to carry gold of &lver from Spain. 
Tens of thousands were murdered, 
thousands more perished from famine and pes- 
tilence. Eighty thousand took refuge in Port-

The Présbyterians of Scotland were just as 
cruel when they had, the power, They pro- 
hibited any priest celebrating mass, or 
any person hearing mass. ‘Ihe penalty 
for the third offence was death. One 
mass,” said Knox, is more fearful to me than 
if 10,000 armed men were banded in any part 
of the realm.“ In France, when the govern- 
ment of certain towns was ceded to the Pro- 
testants, they set to work at once te suppress 
the Catholic worship.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


Mrs. Tappan Speaker and Medium. 


[From the Medium and Daybreak, Eng. 


Q. 1.—le there any difference between soul 
and spirit? f 

A. There has been a difference in time past. 
The soul was supposed to be the embodied 
mind of the spirit, and the spirit the substance. 
There is a discrimination made in modern 
spiritualyscience that the soul is innermost, 
that the spirit is the manifestation of that soul 

| in spiritual or outer life. and that the mind is 
the most external of all, or structure, rather, 
through which the soul expresses itself. For 
myself, I make no distinction; I consider soul 

2 and spirit synonymous terms. 

2.— What do you mean by saying there 
is only one element in nature spirit? Do you 
mean that matter and spirit are synonymous? 

A. No; I mean one primal element—an 
element that is not compound, that ia not the 
result of any combination of two or more ele- 
ments. I find spirit to be indivisible—a primal 
principle. I find matter capable of analysis— 
resolvable into otber principles. There is no 
tracing matter back to nothing, or to spirit. 
It is rather an expression or outgrowth of it, 

while spirit itself remains uncombined. ° 

3.— When a spirit comes into the world, 
as, for instance, in the case of an infant, is 
that spirit new, or whence is it derived? 

A. It is not new; it is derived from the 
source of spirit. I have said to you that the 
whole universe is filled with spirit. There is 
no new creation of spirit; but the spirit is 
attracted to earth, and the germ of physical 
existence is then organized. It is, however, 
not then created. 

i 4.—It is, then, the first time the spirit 
has assumed the living form, the same as the 
spirit in an atom; it enters into the atom, and 
becomes a substance? 

A. Well, you do not know, because atoms 

/ do not begin their life at the time you com- 
mence to investigate them. Atoms have al- 
I ways existed in some form of life. So God, 
x the Spirit, has always existed, and the spirit 
that comes into the finite form has always èx- 
isted, and we believe has always existed in 
some form of life—diflerent from your life, 
but still a form of life, because spirit must for 
ever work, even as atoms work; and God ex- 
presses himself in every world and every 
aphere, so that spirit may not have inhabited 
the human organization before, but still has 
been advancing, or perhaps ‘coming down 
from the Infinite Mind, and fitting itself for 
the habitation of earth, 

5.— Has the human spirit existed in any 
other orgaglzed form before it enters the hu- 
man body, as, for instance, in a flower, a grain 
of wheat, etc. 

A. The buman spirit could not occupy a 
flower, or grain of wheat, but always must 
have been of the same nature that it now is. 
If it had previously been a flower, or grain of 

. wheat, it must again become a flower, or grain 

of wheat, and not spirit. The spirit that ia in 
the flower, or grain of whest, has always been 
in a flower, or grain of Wheat, or in some form 
corresponding. The spirit of man cannot have 
been there, else it would have been different 
from what it is—would have been a combina- 
tion, and therefore destructible. 

6. Do I wWhderstand you to say that 
matter Ís simply organized spirit? 

A. You understand me simply to say that 

` the elements of matter have not been found, 

| but that I have found in my investigations one 
` element, and that is spirit. I do not, there- 
fore, say that matter is spirit, but that the 

7 primal elements of matter have not been found. 

. 7. Is matter essential to the expression 
irit? Can spirit express to spirit? 

A. It is certainly essential to the expression 

of spirit in tho material form. No spirit can 

express itself to you without the agency of 
matter.

It is a 
strange fact in human nature that there is no 
way of drawing the line, because there is no 
one wholly bad, nor anyone wholly good; and 
in the Spirit-world I have not found it very 
different. The real unfortunate ones may 
come to you sometimes, but it is rather for 
their improvement than to do you harm. 

Q 15.—Is the intelligence of the inhabit- 
ants of the planets governed at all by their 
relative distance from the central sun! 

A. No, it depends on the age of the planet; 
although the nearness of the sun and the ac- 
celerated motion augment the development of 
the planet. Your earth is undergoing a change 
which will -give place for a hi her order of 
beings; not that you will be destroyed, but 
that there will be gradually eliminated higher 
organisms; and the spirits that inhabit those 
bodies will be much more fortunate than you 
are, a8 you are more fortunate than the cepha- 
lopods that came thousands of years ago. 

Q- 16.—I think you said that every organ- 
ism maintains that same organism for ever? 

A. We did not say that every organism re- 
tained ita organism. ‘The organism is changed, 
but the spirit is the same. Your spirit may 
not be like your body, because your spirit is 
quite a different thing. Itis the expression of 
the spirit.

Q. 17.—There ate different kinds pf animals 
and plants, and so there may be different kinds 
of living beings. For instance, this is a low 
planet, and there may be others superior to it; 
still you say we shall never get out of the par- 
ticular sphere we are in!. 

A. e did not say you would never get 
out of a particular sphere. You forget you 
take this plauct along with you. You think 
this planet the only place. The sou! itself 
stays here but a little while, but the planet re- 
mains. The soul is always absdlute—of the 
same nature and element, but its organization 
is varied. There is an equal chance for every 
living spirit, s 

Q 18.—Is there a central sun, as Andrew 
Jackson Davia says? ¢ 

A. There are many central suns. There is 
a central sun for this and other solar systems, 
revolving in the same direction, and within 
the same radius. There are in space hundreds 
of central suns; for the distant nebulw that 
were once supposed to be infinitesimal particles 
of stars, are in themselves systems of stars; 
and your sular system is but a speck in the 
great universe of systems, each one of which 
belongs to a larger syatem, each one of which 
has a central sun. e do not know of any 
central sun that occupies a particular centre of 
the universe; if we did we could know the 
circumference.  . 

Q. 19.—Ie intellect perfectly valueless in 
the next state? 

A. No; it is very valuable. I said my in- 
tellect stood in the way of my intuition; but I 
found. it very useful afterwards, It is useful 
without intuition, but it is lik a body without 
a soul, “Intellect is but the mechanism of the 
Spirit, and the difficulty is; we have tried to 
make it serve instead, and that will never do. 

. 20.—Has the distance of the planets 

from the sun anything to do with the intelli- 

gence of their inhabitants? ‘ 

A. We eaid that it has something to do 
with It, inasmuch as the rapidity of the revo- 
lution and rays of light act upon the organiam. 

But this is not the chief reason, which is the 

age of the pla e time since it has been 

thrown off from the sun. The planet is not 
formed as whs once supposed, uch sun has 
eliminated onevolved from itself the planets 
which revolv¢ around it, and the oldest is the 
most advanced, But this enters into too wide 

a realm for one evening. Some other evening,

Mr. Clark opened the discussion, avowing 
hia fidelity to the laws enacted for the protec- 
tion of the marriage relations, and approving 
of the penalties imposed upon parties violating 
the samo, not excepting the claims of the 
higher law.

Persia, the ghost of its own mag- 
nificent self, stands greatly in need of some 
change like that which has come so signally to 
China, Japan, and other parts of the east; and 
the Shah, who could lately contrast the civil- 
ization of the west with the somewhat primi- 
tive and patriarchal condition of his own 
country, sces the need of it vety probably.

In a London Journal we find an article 
which corresponds so closely to the best mani- 
festations of materialization that have pc- 
curred in various places in this country, tbat 
we sppend a brief extract therefrom. 

A private medium, a Miss Cook, of London, 
| gave numerous seances in that city, at which 
several spirits came out; ‘Katie King, a pretty 
face, with a strong general reaemblance to the 
medium, but rounder and with lighter eyes. 
Then came a male face with black beard und 
moustache, and then a dark face, like that of 
a Parsee. Sneaking of the manner of ma 
terialization, Katie said, ‘she took more or 
less power from every person jn the circle.’ 
She was asked whether she would cut oif and 
give away a piece of her hesd-dress, which 
resembled a sort of turban of white cloth. 

‘Yes,’ she said, give me a pair of scissora 
quickly.“ These were handed*to her, and 

wesaw ber distinctly cut off a piece of the 
substance, about two inches equare, which 

she handed to the writer, Mr. Henry M. 

Dumphy. It has since been submitted to 
several well-known drapers, who have failed 

to discover of what matérial it is composed. 

It is not linen, calico, cambric or muslin. It 
has not been found possible to match it.” 

“In October last a seance was held in the 
drawing room of Mr Luxmore, 16 Glouces- 
ter Square, Hyde Park, London, England, 
fourteen persong assembled, There waa a 
bright fire burning on the hearth, and a lamp 
was burning so that every thing could be 
clearly eeen.

She carried on a 
lively conversation for a considerable time, 
aod when a hymo wes sung, joined in, iu a 
sweet contralto voice, somewhat ditlerent 
from that of the medium, She allowed a Indy 
who sat close to the curtain to touch ber, and 
she put on a diamond ring which | handed to 
her. This she afterwards dropped into one of 
the bowls, observing that she liked to look 
at gems, but bad no need of such thin: s. 

“A Russian gentleman present asked her if 
she would turn round, on which she madea 
regular pirouette, observing naively, ‘Wil! 
that do for you?“ 

"She remained on this occasion about an 
hour, and at the expiration of that time said, 
‘My medium isin a yery uncomfortable po- 
sition, her-head hasfallen over the arm of the 
chair, let some one come and put her right ' 

"Who ia to come,’ asked Mr. Luxmore. 
‘Oh, any one, but come at once,» was the re- 
joinder. I then ran through the opening, and 
found Misa Cock exactly as described. I 
looked in vain for the apparition in the snow 
white robes and naked feet. I neither saw 
nor heard her. 

Miss Cook was in a deep trance. I moved 
her in a more comfortable position and re- 
turned to the circle. Katie then re appeared, 
bidding us good night, and calling each per- 
son by name, Tbe duration of this seanc 
was one hour and five minutes. : 

"At anothor seance I asked Katie what be 
came of her when I went into the room to 
place Miss Cook in an easier position? The 
answer she pave me was that she could be 
come invisible and intangible st will. ‘Then 
how long do you take to materialize yourself!“

Yielding to the advice of 
friends she retired and slept till just before her 
husband's death, when she rose and bade him 
good-by. Immediately after his death she 
took to her bed and began to. sink rapidly. No 
physical derangement was apparent, but it was 
a clear case of broken heart, or insupportable 
_sorrow. The doctòr did what he could, but it 
was a case that whplly baffled his art. Her 
malady was of a kind that no human remedy 
could reach. The gentle lady was entirely re- 
signed to her situation, and seemed, to con- 
template her approaching death with entire 
composure.

Letter from L. Day. 


Bro S S. Jon Es: — Seeing desire expressed 
in the “Editorial Department“ of the BANNEN 
or Lica, that 1 would, after getting back the 
full umount, make public. the full details of 
the case in the Colchester trial, upon con- 
sideration I came to the conclusion to do 60 at 
once, so faraas my feeble state of health 
will permit, and for various reasons. First, 
if put off until the whole is paid at the rate it 
has come in for the last two weeks, it will be 
at least seven months before the report can b 
given. I am well aware there are many tru 
friends that do not understand the nature of 
the affair, who would readily respond if they 
did. I have heard there were some who have 
insinusted that I was not in need, but had plenty 
to make me comfortable; others, I have been 
informed, doubt the communications received, 
and have requested me to state the facts‘in 
public print, so taking it altogether I have 
concluded to give the detalls at once. 

First, then, I will say, [ supposed the circu- 
lar would be all that was required, and so it 
proved to be with those that have responded 
thus far, Now do not understand me that 
there are not plenty of others equally true, but 
for various reasons have not yet added their 
mite, while there are others willing, but un- 
able to do so. I have received remittances 
from some, communications accompanying, 
the reading of which brought teara of 
sorrow to my eyes. One- gays, I live on two 
dollars a week; my coffee ið made from a burat 
crust of bread, but I feel it a pleasure to add 
my mite in behalf of the prisoner's friend.” 
Noble soul! like many others—the angels will 
protect you. 

A few explanations, and I will proceed to 
give the details, First, I will say, if Spiritual- 
ists feel that it ought to be refunded, now is 
the time -it will do me the most good, and 
those who are imignoratce of the facts may 
see and judge for themselves, of the justice of 
this call, Here I will say, I never did any- 
thing so repugnant to my feelings; it seems so, 
much like begging. I was in hopes to pass 
into the Spirit-land with this burden on my 
own shoulders, but fate has ordered it other- 
wise. Nothing but absolute necessity has 
forced me to this, I ask no charity, except 
that which sullers long and is kind. Let no 
one contribute a dime unless he feels it a 
duty. Here I will say, appearances sre not 
always what they seem to be; and, suppose I 
am not in need, does that lessen the obliga- 
tion to yphold and sustain your poor and 
ei Fg nt ve and protect them from in- 
justice and confinement in a loathsome prison? 

Would to God, I could have borne it all in 
silence, which-I should pave done, had it not 
been for my duty to loved ones here. I can 
give but a brief statement, as I have already 
written more than [ intended to, atill it may 
be the means of opening the eyes of some to 
their duty to the mediums whom the spirits 
use for their good. : 

STATEMENT 


In the Spring of 185, Cuarles Colchester, a 
true and reliable madium, was arrested in the 
city of Rochester, N Y., uffder authority of 
the U. S., for refusing to pay fora license to 
carry on the trade of a juggler. He was put 
under bonds of some $1,500, to ap ear before 
the U. 8. District Court to be he d in Buftalo, 

N. Y., in August following. He promptly 
gave the required bail, aug came to Buftalo, 
to await his trial before N. K. Hall, their dis- 
trict judge, but now with Colchester in the 
Spiri-land. When his trisl came on, the 
goveroment had some of the most disreputa- 
ble witnesses, who swore that Colchester had 
told them, and that they could do the same 
things themselves, When put tothe teats in 
open Court, they utterly failed and acknowl- 
edged their inability to perform what Col- 
chester did; nevertheless a bigoted jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty. All was prej- 
udice and bitter opposition toward poor Col- 
chester, who stood his ground like a man, and 
oflered to do the same things in open Court, 
but was refused the privilege. The sentence 
of the Court was a fine and cost, amounting 
to-$550, and be remanded to prison until paid. 
Before and during the trial, the Spiritualists 
called a meeting and passed resolutions, that 
Spiritualism—not Colchester—was'on trial, 
and that they would stand by bim to the end.

SEQUEL:—At the close no Spiritualist stepped 
forth in that auguat court, to take the poor 
brother by the hand and say, Tou are free, go 
your way!"

life. Certain it is, that woman cannot be con- 
sidered a safe teacher who ignores the source, 
the foundations of virtue, and when such 
idiosynerasies Once gain the rostrum, the ob- 
ject is, „ wonderful sensation,“ as it would 
be, of course, if she announced herself to be 
seen, at a given hour, standing upon her head 
in the streets. And this is her text, in all the 
lectures she has ever given from firat to last. 

"1, V. W., will produce a sensation among 
you despite of yourselves. Men cannot keep 
away, when I lecture on the sexual instincts, 
Hence, I am determined to produce a sensa- 
tion, even if all goes to wreck under my feet.“ 

Dr. Dio Lewis is a sensational ecturer to 
the manor born." His appeals are made to 
the love of the sensational which inheres in hu- 
man naturg, and his sensational measures, are 
purposely adapted to the predominating love 
of religious mysticism, in utter disregard of 
human freedom. Both these persons are ex- 
tremists, and both evince a disthesis for the 
sensational. They are sensational or nothing! 
They swell and “slop over“ with sensation, 
and failing to-witness the same, sensations in 
others their gas is quickly epent. They go 
for the largest sensation, deep and wide, right 
or wrong." Failing in this, they instantly 
collapse, as it is said of Samson when ‘shorn 
of his strength“ they become weak like non- 
sensational men; but, unlike Samson, these 
sensationals have no force in themselves con- 
sidered, but, similarly as Jesus was, so these 
modern wonder- workers have no power 
except that with which they are invested by 
the faith of the people; and faith iteelf is 
power, because it is that act which creates tho 
evidence upon which the mind relies without 
adoubt. This is the power which converts 
the sinner and answers prayer; it removes 
mountains and raises the dead. 

I have known Dr. Dio Lewis ever since he 
commenced as a gymnast, some fifteen years 
ago. In 1845 he attended my lectures on 
Pathetism in Tremont T Boston; and 
I haye long entertained for his hygienic labors. 
a very hig timate, eyen while he carried 
them on, more or less, upon this same princi- 
ple, by which he has set the women to vocifer-» 
ating in the.west. When he went there last 
fall, I believe his object was to lecture pe 
his method of gymnastics. And at the close 
of one of his meetings, he was, incidentally, 
asked as to what measures he would recom- 
mend for the suppression of the rum-shops?

O- Aham does not Doctor Lewis know—do 
not albEtuoge “ raiding women“ know, that if 
\he‘fum-hvles are really closed by the act of 


God, in answer to prayer, there can be no 


reason for these raids in the streets? 

A long aud varied experience leaves my own 
mind in no doubt aa to the laws of ideal con- 
tagion, and the evils which always result from 
mental epidemics, 

In Americs, perhaps, more than in any other 
country, there is a growing jeslousy against 
all forms of compulsion, both in politics and 
morals. The very idea of a raid“ is repul- 
sive, and the more so, when compulsive meas- 
ures are instituted by mobs, without legsl pro- 
cess; nor is the bitter pill sugared over with 
the name of God, the solemnity of prayer, and 
the endearing idea of women all combined. 
The Jewish legend makes woman a tool when 
the serpent controls, and however much thie 
idea of woman may have been perverted in 
support of this raid,“ we must bear in mind 
that in this case the movement was not in- 
augurated by woman. s 

And, surely, that man bas b dull echolar 
in` psychology, who bas not yet discovered, 
that all sensations! measures which result in 
contagions or epidemic movements, sooner or 
later become reactive. The pendulum left to 
itself, hangs in the centre; but, carried to an 
extreme in one direction, and then cut loose, 
iL swings to a like extreme in an opposite di- 
rection; and spasmodic measures are not the 
best 8 the conscience and in- 

eof virtue; and if this be not done 
in the rum seller, you gain nothing in the long 
run, by your '‘raid” in forcing a temporary 
compliance with your individual wishes, It 
is compulsion and slavery, even when the 
chain is made of gold, and fixed upon the 
limbs by the tender band of women; and 
while these raids“ enlighten the conscience 
of no one, they do, certainly, excite the com- 
bativeness and illwill of all who are thus com- 
pelled to yield to mob force; and in that state 
of mind, a large percentage will, as a matter 
of course, engage again in the business when- 
ever a good opportunity offers for áo doing. 

What the rum-seller needs is not raids 
groaning and vociferatigns, but an enlightened 
coni cience. Instruct him, and let your in- 
structions inspire his love of righteousness and 
goodness for virtue's sske. Make him feel 
that his business does to himself a greater in- 
jury than to any one else, and if you can notdo 
this, do not raid " upon by vociferating 
near his place of business” Your duty is done, 
when you have done allin your power for his 
enlightenment and instruction. 

True, I admit a silver liniag to this cloud. 
This uprising‘Of masses of women can but do 
something toward preparing the way for trust- 
ing the ballot to herhand. If she have power 
enough to compel the closing up of rum-shops 
by the dozen, which T hope she has, why not 
give to her theelective franchide? And armed 
with that power, who can now say but that 
it would be wielded for our country's good?

Just before going to press the telegraph 
brings us the news of the departure from mer- 
tal life of the renowned brother, J. W. Ed- 
munds of New York. 


The name of Judge Edmonds is familiar in - 


every household throughout the country. He, 
like ourself, commenced the investigation of 


Modern Spiritualism immediately after the, 


announcement of the socalled ‘ Rochester 
rappings.“ The high position which he occu- 
pied in the judiciary of our country, gave bis 
name a national celebrity, and he was a tower 
of strength to the new philosophy. He was not 
a mere nominal secker for the truth of a demon- 
strated immortality, with the power of continued 
communion with frlonds remaining in earth 
life, but he became at once a zealous worker, 
an author and an ardeùt promulgator of the 
great truths he had received. 

While he was everywhere esteemed as a 
jurist and a man of the strictest Integrity, the 
religious element of the country was aroused, 
and he was ostracized, 80 far as that power 
went, on account of his belief, At the ex- 
piration of his term of office he failed to be re- 
elected Judge, for the simple reason that he 
was a Spiritualist. 

Nothing daunted, he resumed ‘his duties at 
the bar and has ever maintained his standing 
among his peers as a first-class lawyer.

lowed the sun or moon for the time being; or 
in speaking of remittent fountains they would 
say that some dragon in the bowels of tne earth 
controlled them. So at the pool of Bethesda 
where the man waited for the waters to be 
troubled in order that he might be healed; this 
was suid to be supernatural, and it was said 
that au angel from heaven came down and 
troubled the waters.

By this rule you 
will find that intelligent spirits are never guilty 
of the imputed bacon a And yet the points of 
view are so diflerent between the giver and re- 
ceiver of instruction, that occasional miscon- 
structions are not only probable, but some- 
times inevitable. But this will be treated more 
at length when we come to speak of evil 
spirits.” - 

“To return to the more immediate subject 
of our discourse, I ask, What could such dark- 
ened minds conceive of the Spirit-world? By 
their cruel and scanty religious instruction

The nourishing” 
of the Nile alarmed the people who must have 
had some experience of such a failure, and 
vast numbers of them went away in caravans 
and parties toward Syria, Hedjas, Yemen, and 
Mauritania,—just as a great crowd of poor 
ryots set out from Bengal the other day, with 
the intention of reaching Burmah—an inten- 
tion in whith theyfwere baffled, as the recent 
telegrams from Last inform us. Egypt 
was soon parch nd the imperfect harvest 
scraped up an voured, after which the ‘in- 
habitants ate yp ail of their domestic animals. 
They then sold their children into slavery,2hat 
is, gave them to those emigrating to Irak or 
Arabia, in order to preservo their lives. In a 
short time the people of the Delta, at Alexan- 
dria, Misr, Cairo, and other places ;

and Abd. Allatif says he saw the remains of 
children that bad been roasted. Such food 
was at first disgusting, but after a time people 
became used to it. He saw a nice plump 
child at the door, and when be advised the 
mother to take care of it, she told him a story 
of some prowlers that she could see watching 
an opportunity to take it. He states that 
thirty were burnt at Misr for esting and trad- 
ing in human flesh, adding thatthe men were 
as bad, but bad better means of escaping pur- 
ishment. He says he can not tell all he knew 
and heard, fearing he would not be believed. 
He say a woman who had, eaten part of her 
own dead husband, (one-third, very probably.) 
and who excused herself by saying she thought 
she had a better right to eat him than anybody 
else had. There were wretches who made a 
trade of procuring corpses for food, and oc- 
casionally killing people for the purpose; and 
our author tells tis of a *bookseller who was of 
a full, portly habit of body, and whose life was 
a burden to him on account of those be saw 
watching him every day as he weht about his 
business. Such was the state of things In the 
whole land of Egypt. Emaciated dead bodies 
lay unburied in the cities and strewn alon 
the road leading out of the country, east an 
west, while Misr and Cairo especially were 
cities of the dead rather tban of the living. 
The mortality of the year 1200 hindered the 
harvests of 1201, and this year also and the 
following were years of suffering. Allatif es- 
timates that 110,000 persons died in these 
vears. In another famine that occurred at 
Bagdad, the people devoured human carcasses, 
Gnd a number of men and women were 
drowned in Tigris by the Ktalif's order, for 
having madè sekiadji,or stew, vf several 
young children. 


eH FAMINES, 


From the foregoing one would be apt to con- 
clude that the Orientals have, or had, a special 
turn for cannibalism. But- men are pretty 
much the same everywhere, and the recorder 
tells us that the Westerners would also eat 
human tlesh in extremity. That they have 
done sò in modem shipwrecks is sufficient to 
prove the fact, though people will deny it in 
the case of their own nationalities. It was a 
charge against the ancient Irish that they 
were cannibals on occasions. But it came 
from Latin ecclesiastics who wished to see the 
authority of the English Catholic church ex- 
tended over an island thet still kept a good 
deal of its old Paganism and did not care to 
pay Peter's Pence,” and was probably an 
exaggeration, At the same time it may be 
admitted that ever since the invaders .went 
into that country from the larger island the 
Irish were often hungry enough to eat any 
Englishman with satisfaction if they could con- 
veniently cook him. The turbulent condition 
of the country, in the strife of natives, Nor- 
mans, and Saxons, hindered pasturage and 
tillage and made

in almost every part of it for centuries. The 
poct Spencer, in his View of the State of 
Ireland,” describes afamine that accompanied 
the struggle between the Irish chiefa and the 
queen's generals, Essex and Carew.

The burial grounds could hardly afford 
room for the dead; and if Dean Swift had his 
senses then (four years before his death) he 
must have lost them in a fit of that stova indig- 
natio which he ever felt against the mismanage- 
ments of Ireland, foreign or domestic.

But it may not be gener- 
aliy known that the atmospheric influence, 
whatever it was, which produced such effects 
in the British isles, first showed itself-in Maine 
and Canada in 1845 and 1846, when there were 
failures in the potato, the wheat, and the rye 
crops.

mary crops are gathered in,the year, and toa 
foreigner, reading the various reports from the 
presidency, the statements about them are, at 
times rather puzzling. There are, iu fact, two 
sorts of agriculture—one belonging. to the 
higher grounds of the country, and the other 
to the lower and more watery levela, both car- 
ried on simultaneously and often in the same 
neighborhood, On the high grounds of Ben- 
gal, culture begins in March and April, and in 
about 90 or 100 days there isa harvest or 
“little crop“ of rice, pulse, vetches, hemp, 
and a variety of vegetables, After this, on 
the same ground, follows another crop, called 
“the cold weather crop,” yielding, towards the 
end of the year, the strong cereals, wheat, 
barley, rye, potatoes, peas, etc. Meanwhile 
the lowlevels, have their one great crop_of 
nearly ten months’ growth; and this is the 
vital rice crop on which depends the prosperi- 
ty or life of Bengal. The people begin to 
sow it in or before the rain time of May or 
June, when the waters aro all abroad and the 
ground is in a saturated condition; after which 
the general prayer is that just so much rain 
will fall, at intervajs, as will bring up the 
plants, without overflowing and drowning 
them when they are only a few inches above 
soil. Sometimes the crops are damaged in 
this way. In good seasons the plant gathers 
the strength of the sunshine during July, 
August and September; and then, in Octobgr 
another powerful rain-fall is necessary for the 
salvation of the crop. When it comes in the 
usual order of nature, Bengal is safe, and the 
people look forward to a good harvest in the 
coming February. But if there be no rains in 
October, the country anticipates dearth or 
famine; and justqëuch a failure last autumn 
was the cause of all the trouble now agitating 
the minds of men in that presidency, The 
two high level crops already mentioned are 
not at all sufficient for the needs of that pop- 
ulation of 40 000,000, or even more, as some 
authorities have estimated it. 


The condition ‘of the physical world, re- 
sulting in famines, pestilence, etc., bas a pe- 
culiar eflect upon the physical organism and 
mind, and restrains humanity, in the aggregate, 
from advancing only in a certain ratio. 

If earthquakes and cyclones are an absolute 
necessity,—unavoidable, resulting from ‘the 
physical condition of the.earth, are not ĉon- 
tagious epidemics (killing putrigh! thousands 
of human beings), that resuit from poisonous 
germs in the air, equally a necessity; aud if a 
necessity (which they seem to be), can we con- 
sistently say that action resulting from any 
cause in nature, is of an evil tendency? And 
-if the physical world is so organized and so 
acts that death and misery result to human 
beings, actually murdering them,—for murder 
is murder whether resulting from a 
stroke of lightning, or a blow from a club in 
the hand of aruffian,—is it at all strange that 
human beings, who are a microcosm of the 
Universe, are so organized that agitations occur 
within them, resulting in their death from 
unbalanced conditions, and often leading them 
_to commit licentious acts?

THE -LATE 


The End ofan Eventful Lile—From 
the Supreme Bench to Spiritun- 
listic Seances. 

* — 

The following account of Judge Edmonds, 
we clip from the New York Sun, of April Tth. 


Ex-Judge John Worth Edmonds was a month 
more than seventy-five years ud when, on 
Sunday ufternoon, he died at his residence in 
Irving place He was born in Hudson, N. Y., 
gos in 1816 graduated at Union College. 

our years later he began te practice law in 
his native city, where he soon gained loca 
distinction. In 1831 he sat in the assembly for 
Columbia county, and in the next year he was 
sent to the state senate, where during four yeara 
he held 4 leading position, and identified him- 
self outspokenly with several schemes of 
_wurkingmen for their betterment. Upon leav- 
in the fe ialature in 1836 he was sent on a 
federal mission among the Indians, living 
with them two years, and learning several of 
their languages. Coming east again, he set- 
tled down to bib profession in this elty, and 
lived here until bis death. His next public 
position, after leaving the Indians, was that of 
state prison inspector, in which he secured 
note by infusing reformation into his work. 
He changed the system of discipline iu the 
prisons, mitigated the severe corporeal punish- 
ment which had long been in vogue, and 
secured the passage of advanced laws on the 
subject. His agitation of the abuses of prison 
management was one of the main reformatory 
topica of that time. In 1845 he was made a 
circuit judge, subsequently a judge of the su- 
preme court, and in 1852 he took his seat on 
the bench of the court of Appeals, retiring to 
private Dr Wes and rather opulent leisure in 
1853. Old yers spesk of him on the bench 
as sound, ready, and courageous, and in pri- 
vate life be was reputed honorable, intellect- 
ual, cultivated, and amiable. 


, ALEADER IN SPIRITUALISM. 


During his last twenty-three yeara Judge 
Edmonds was a believer and advocate of Spir- 
itualism, attaining note, equalled only by 
Andrew Jackson Davis, as a champion and 
expositor of that faith in this country. He 
was converted in 1851, and being a supreme 
Sen eres a man of considerable fame, 
his ptance of the new and unpopular faith 
brought upon him much criticism and deri- 

sion. In the early months of ced ie ai Was 
out of health and greatly depres in spirit. 
He spent his leisure with an almost monoman- 
iac persistency in reading on the subjects of 
death and future existence. In that frame of 
mind he saw those first forms of Spiritualism 
know as the Rochester knockings,” and re- 
solved to give them a thorough investigation. 
For four months he regularly devoted to 
evenings of every week in experimenting with 
the phenomena, keeping elaborate records of 
all he witnessed, and reading everything that 
professed either to prove or disprove the hon- 
esty of the anifestations.

AS A MEDIUM, 

Judge Edmonds, suon after his acceptance 
of Spiritualism, became a medium. He gaid 
that while reading in bed he was touched ali 
over his body with spirit hands, and was sur- 
rounded with rappings. A little later he was 
impressed with the notion that he must go to 
a certain man, personally unknown to him, 
and receive a spiritual communication of a 
higher order than he had so fur experienced. 
He went, and received what he firmly believed 
to be a message from a dead friend. It was 
said, and the assertion was left uncontradicted 

by judge Edmonds, that in the last year of bis 
judicial sitting, his decisions were larg: v in- 
fluenced by the Intercourse which he bh ieved 
he had with the spirits of the dead jurists. He 
often averred that while delivering an opinion 
from the benchshe plainly saw the forms of 
these ghostly @dvisers around him. His pow- 
ers of mediumship were firat brought out ata 
seance to which five mediums were drawn, as 
they said, without preconcert or intention, but 
imply by obeying impressions brought to 
bear upon them by spirits. He went to Cen- 
tral America in 1852, and thetircle of which 
he had been a member professes that they 
were miraculously kept advised of the events 
of his voyage simultaneously with their occur- 
rence, and afterwards he verified the accuracy 
of the reports by comparison with his diary. 
Among the things of which he was accustom- 
ed to tell as proofs of the soundness of hia be- 
lief, alleging them to be occurrences of his 
first year of mediumsbip, was the spiritually 
conveyed information of a grandson's illness 
in Canada; an announcement of the death of 
his friend, Isaac C. Hopper, before he re- 
ceived the news in an ordinury way, tbe fore- 
telling of the deStruction of the steamer Henry 
Clay; and frequent warnings against perfidi- 
ous associates afd coming evils, © His daugh- 
ter also became’a speaking medium, deliver- 
ing messsges in languages of which she pro- 
fessed to have/no knowledge. 
NOTAPLES OF THE EPIRIT WORLD. 
Ap his spiritualistic experience, Judge 
Edthonds. believed that he had intercourse 
=i many of the distinguished dead. He 
counted Henry Clay, and Fennimore Cooper 
among his new friends, and was encouraged 
by them in frequent messages to bear up 
against public censure. Elias Hicks. told him 
to de not afraid,“ snd William Penn said: 
„Tay mission is an arduous one, and it ie thy 
duty to fulfill it truthfully and faithfully,” 
Beliving himeelf thus encouraged he devoted 
much time to telf development as a medium, 
and became firmly established is an unshaken 
faith. Ile wrote lettera tothe newspapers in 
exposition and defense if Spiritualism, and 
the standing of the writer secured them a 
wider and more serious reading than the subh- 
ject could have commanded in ordinary hands. 
In these early yearsof ‘his sssiduous investi- 
gation be formed a close alliance with Dr. 
George T. Dexter, at whose residence most of 
the circlea were held, At tirat the meetings 
were held twice a week, but later the judge re- 
ceived what purported to be communications 
ith spirits at al! hours andi’ al places, 
Swedenborg and Bacon occupied muck of the 
time of the circles with a series of articles, 
written through the mediumsLip of Dr. Dex- 
ter, which were subsequently published ina 
large volume, Further along in his unswerv- 
ing adherence to the faith, Judge Edmonds 
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writer on Spiritualiam, and bis experience asa 
medium was enlivened by communications 
from otter distinguished men in the other 
world Gen Scott described his reception by 
the spirits; and Martin Van Buren, n whose 
law office the judge had once been a-clerk, ap- 
peared st his beside the very night after 
death. 
A MIDNIGHT VIBION.

JUDGE EDMONDS HEARD FROM. 
From the New York Sun, April 10.] 

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning a reporter 
of the Sun called on one of the most noted 
spirit mediums of this city to learn whether 
Judge Edmonds was ready to speak to his 
friends. The medium ushered the reporter 
into an extension room back o' the spacious 
parlors, and said that spirits were not generally.

at adjoining sides, the medium requesting the 
reporter to look underneath to see that there 
was nothing but an ordinary table, and ‘that 
the slatea had no writing on them. The re- 
porter, obeying directions, saw an ordinary 
black walnut table; only that and nothing 
more; saw that nothing was written on the 
slates; laid his hand flat on the table, and 
when the medium did the same, nearly cover- 
ing the reporter's fingers, there instantly came 
little knocks, regular and faint, like the tick- 
ing of a watch. Then they grew louder, and 
were heard on various parts of the table and 
against the chair of the reporter.

A Gothic chair, 
heavily upholstered, violently slid out into the 
room and back whence it came. Then it 
quickly drew up to the table, stationing itself 
on the side opposite the reporter.
